POETRY ON THE DECLINE. 

By j. W. j.,r.lt.Jr Sand OtM Flat. 

Tbe question presenting itself to th. 
literary world at tbe present is, ''will m.t 
the time come when poetry will not b^ 
written?" And indeed the tendency of 
lit-rature appears to be in that direction, 

In tbe early ages of our literatmt 
rhyme was written almost to the extlu 
eion of prose, and even until tbe begin 
nicgof tbe present century po«ts far ex- 
ceeded prose writers in both quality ami 
quantity of works. At that time verv 
little waa known about science and al 

proee writing then in existence were a 
l.w essays on miscellaneous subjects and 
fewer historiea. 

In the seventeenth century Shakes- 
peare and Milton were the centralligures 
in English Literature: both were 
writers of verse Lord Bacon wrote some 
excellent essays which were scarcely 
noticed. People cared nothing for so 
de»p a thinker as Bacon. 

In the next century we find Pope, 
Grsy, Goldsmith and Burns dszzling 
Kngland with their rhymes and Sir Isaac 
Newton at the same time working in 
obscurity on knotty questions in Natur- 
Whal cared the people 



It is astonishing how little progress 
the world had made in the line of 
science Few discoveries had been made 
in the preceding two thousand years. 
A little bad been done in Physiology 
and Astronomy, but aside from this 
nothing more waa know n than had been 
known to the old Grecian Philosophers. 

But in the latter part of the eighteenth 
century a radical change took place in 
the line of thong it.
